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EDITORIAL NOTES 


THE DELIBERATIONS OF THE White House Conference on Child 
Health and Protection have been brought together in the book entitled 
White house conference, 1930, which was noted in the June issue of 
the Booklist, page 443. Included in it is the Children’s Charter, re- 
prints of which are available in the form of leaflets for distribution 
and posters for exhibit purposes. Information concerning these can 
be had by writing to the White House Conference on Child Health 
and Protection, Interior Building, Washington, D. C. This charter 
summarizes the rights of the child and, although his recreational read- 
ing, as such, is not listed definitely as one of the nineteen points, the 
need for it and its place in a well lived existence is inherent in more 
than one of them. It rests with those most interested and best in- 
formed to interpret the points of the charter to the public in such a 
way as to show that recreational reading is a vital need in the child’s 
life, often supplementing or cutting across his other activities. 

The complete findings of this Conference offer to no other group 
such a challenge as is made to those librarians serving communities 
in which children and their needs are considered. For these findings 
not only offer an occasion to call attention to children’s reading, which 
is the library’s legitimate point of contact with the special group under 
discussion, but they afford an opportunity to further this entire pro- 
gram of child welfare. 

As, during the war, libraries were found to be natural and effective 
agents in disseminating information prepared by the food adminis- 
tration, so row in this program for the betterment of child life they 
can again give signal aid—by distributing printed material about the 
Conference, by searching their shelves for material on such vital 
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questions as child labor, the physically handicapped, health clinics, 
vocational guidance, and other topics emphasized by the Conference; 
and finally by making the availability of this material known to special 
workers and leaders who will profit by such cooperation.

Dr. WALTER HorMann, Director of the Volksbucherei, Leipzig, 
has published a book which should be of interest to all librarians.* 
The title of this study : Die Lektiire der Frau—Ein Beitrag zur Leser- 
kunde und sur Leserfiihrung is somewhat misleading. The book is 
principally a study of the reading of women in the city libraries of 
Leipzig during the years 1922 to 1926. Though limited in this sense, 
the study is in another sense more comprehensive than one would at 
first suppose, for half of the book has to do largely with a comparison 
of men’s and women’s reading based on returns obtained from Leipzig 
libraries during the period indicated. During this time, 38,585 read- 
ers borrowed 780,792 books ; 25,035 men, 64.88% of the total readers, 
borrowed 532,145 books, or 68.15% of the total borrowed; 13,550 
women, 35.12% of the readers, borrowed 248,647 books, or 31.85% 
of the total borrowed. 

Dr. Hofmann’s findings are based upon these data, upon readers’ 
votes, and upon frequency lists for books borrowed. 

His book is divided into two main parts, of which the first is en- 
titled “Women’s reading as the subject for a comparative scientific 
study of readers.’ This is an attempt to ascertain the validity and 
value of a study of the reading of a group of men and women of an 
admittedly limited range so far as age and social position are con- 
cerned. The second part, which is called “The reading of undifferen- 
tiated women,” presents the fruits of the study for the group of women 
as a whole, but for the women only. 

Dr. Hofmann has not considered the influence which the avail- 
ability of book material exerts in the choice of reading matter. For 
example, it is possible that people read almost wholly magazine articles 
on certain subjects because of the paucity of books on them. He freely 
admits that his studies are factual and he has not attempted to deal

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with the psychological aspects of the problem: why people read cer- 
tain books and what effect reading has, etc. His findings, further- 
more, do not make allowance for the limited range of the social strata 
from which the majority of the women came. 

In spite of these and other limitations, his tables showing reading 
interests for difference in sex, age, and social position are extraor- 
dinarily illuminating. Unfortunately, limitations of space prevent a 
discussion of these tables, of which more than seventy are included. 
Wide differences are shown for men and women and even where sub- 
ject interests are approximately equal, as in music and art, amazingly 
few of the same books were most read by men and women. 

Compared with the men, the groups of women as a whole evidence 
very similar reading interests but as between the so-called intellectual 
group, for example, and other classes of women there are very marked 
differences. One of the most significant findings was the almost neg- 
ligible interest of the women in physics, chemistry, law, politics, tech- 
nology, etc., and the complete adherence to books dealing with love, 
marriage, personal and women’s questions, or that type of reading 
(of which most fiction is a part) which can be personified or transub- 
stantiated in such a way as to bear upon or relate to those questions. 

It will be interesting to compare Dr. Hofmann’s results, based on 
circulation data, with those obtained by Dr. Waples and Dr. Tyler 
at the University of Chicago, based on returns from the population 
as a whole. A résumé of their book What people want to read about 
(American Library Association and University of Chicago Press, 
1931, to be published about the time this article appears) appeared 
in the Library Quarterly for April. The findings of these two are 
apparently consistent insofar as subject and population groups coin- 
cide. What effect will such data as these have on book selection and 
readers’ advisory services?
